; EX- PRESIDENT HARRISON. 

Lectnto Before Stanford TJnlversIly on the 
Development of the Kational 
Coiistitntloii. 

Sta.nfori) U.NiVEusiTV, April 2 — Ex- 
President Harrison's fourth lecture on " tho 
Development of the National Constitution " 
outlined the early attempts of the colonies 
to bo united before tho revolution, included 
sketohea of tho Now England oonfedoration 
of Kit,'!, tho later Colonial Conferences and 
plan of union presented by William Penn 
and Boujamln Franklin. Tho first attempt 
at union was csiueod by tho hostile attitude 
of Canada and the Dutch provinoo of Noiv 
York. Thia confederaoy of tho Utited 
Colonies of Now Englaod was looked upon 
with Buapiaion by the orown, yet the ad- 
vantage of union was recognized even 
from the royal standpoint, and dur- 
ing the period until England gained 
pojsesgion of Canada her edorta were in 
favor of colonial union. Freqaent confer- 
ences took place between the Colonial Gov, 
ernors, between delegates and between tho 
Ganeral ABsemblies. In 174^, after the 
second osll tor an American congress, Ben- 
jamin Franklin presented a plan for union, 
which is of the i;reatest Importanco to us, 
because of its distinguished authority and 
because some of its most important pro- 
visions were incorporated into our present 
constitution. The lecturer pauied to make 
a comparison between tho manner of the 
appointment of tho minor government olli- 
cials under I'rnnklin'a plan by tho 
council, approved by the Presi- 
dent, niul ihi\ prcBL'ut nietliod of 
appointing poatnu.stcrs by congressmen and 
their approviii by tlio I're.-.ideut. How far 
in advance of his time I''r:wil:lin wus can be 
soon in his advocating a form of govornmeot 
substantially tho aan^e as that adopted 
thirty livo years later also in the unanimous 
rejection of \iho plan by tho colonics. The 
proposition was good, but proniaturo. The 
failure of all thii eflorta of tho crown to 
bring about colonial union was caused pirtly 
by the fact that every preposition involved 
tho admisuion (.[ the posver of Parliament to 
legialite for tho eolonirs. 'I'ho union began 
with tho eontinontol congress of 177 t, aud 
since hoa been continuous. This congress 
exoroiaod sovereign authority by virtue of 
tho original powers derived from people. 
Tho congress of 1775 wos principally 
oompoied of popular conventions. The next 
important atoD was the declaration of inde- 
pendence. Union preceded IndependcncD 
and was recognized by Americana to be a 
nu-;cafiary antecedent. ludcpcnilcnce waa 
declared by the united colonics and achieved 
by tho United States. State Governments 
were organiissd in the Union as part of it. 
No State was independent. No one State 
ever sent an ambassador to a foreign court. 
No one State ever had its flag recognized on 
the high seas. Independence was as impos' 
Bible to the individual colonies aftor|]|York- 
town as it was before Bunkec Hill. Union 
was as essential to permanence as to the pro- 
curement of independenoe. Several States 
were not even njsntloned by name in tho 
constitution. The perciolous doctrine hag 
been bold that this Government is pnly a 
federation of sovereign States from which 
any State could withdraw at will. There 
is not a shadow of foundation for such a 
olalm. 



THE INDtrSTEIAL AEMY. 

Several Randrta Ilembers ftomenado Ban 
FrancIsCb ana Obtain ABslstance Prior 
to Starting: for WasUngtou. 

San Fra.ncisco, April 2.— Several hun- 
dred members of the Iccol industrial army 
started from the new oity hall thia afternoon 
and marched through the streets. They 
were orderly and quiet. Some of the men 
in tho ranks boro banners, on one of which 
was inaoribod tho legend, "U.S. Industrial 
Army." Another stated that they wore 
"driven by the lash of hunger to bog." 
Still another said that they were "hungry, 
hopeless and-dlscouraged." In tho rauka 
there was an' old wagon, to which were at- 
tached and which' was hauled by men. It 
w«a called the comniisaary department. As 
tho men marched along in a quiet way, 
without a ohoor or cry of any sort, it was a 
sober and melancholy routine, and moat of 
tho spectators on tho line of march 
studied it gravely. At the Plaza, corner 
of Kearney and Clay streets, one of tho 
loaders mado an appeal for contributions, 
but tho apootatora did not give anything. 
The delegation waited on the board of au- 
perviaora, thia afternoon, and asked for 
money to p»y their fares to Sacramento. 
Mayor Ellert agreed to give the army $25 
from the contingent fund to pay their way 
to Oakland. This money, the delegation 
took and stated that fully 300 of th6 army 
would go to Oakland to-morrow and thence 
make a start for Washington.

WILLIAM ROBERTSON SMITH. 

Death of the Llbnirlnu and ProfeiBor of 
Arabic In the University of 
Oainbrldge. 

Cambridhk, April 2. — Prof. William 
Robertson Smith, M.A., LL.D., librarian of 
tho University of Cambridge, and professor 
of Arabic, whoso serious illness was reported 
some days ago, is dead. Dr. Smith was 
bom in Aberdeenshire, Scotland, in Novem- 
ber, 1846, ond after receiving private tuition 
was educated at Aberdeen University and 
the Universities of Bonn and Gottingen. 
He was appointed Profoaeor of Hebrew in 
tho Free Church Colh go, Aberdeen, in 1870, 
aud waa removed from this ollico by an ex- 
traordinary act of tho General Assembly in 
1881, on account of his critical views as to 
tho Old Testament, published in tho Ency- 
clop;i.'dia Britannioa and elsewhere. Since 
then ho has been associated with Prof. 
Baynes in editing the Enoycloptrlia ]-5ritan- 
nica. Ho was a member of tho Old Testa- 
ment Kovisiou Conip,^ny. Profeaaor Robert- 
son Smith travelled in Arabia, 1879 80, ond 
desoribed bis journoy in letters to the 
Scotsman newspaper. 

DE. BROWN-SBQUARD. 

Kpltomo of the Professloiml .Career of tho 
Deceased Medical SiiGClallst. 

Pahis, April 2. — Dr. Brown-Sequard, of 
tho elixor of life fame, died to-day. He 
waa born in tho island of Mauritius in ISIS, 
educated there and then went to Franco to 
complete his medical studies. As ij well 
known, ho devoted his time sinco hio 
graduation almost exclusively to an extend- 
ed series of experimental investigations on 
important physiological topics, such as tho 
conditions and functions of tho different 
constituonla of tho blood, animal heat, tho 
spinal column and its relations to disoasca of 
the 8ul.>joct, tho nmacular system, the sym- 
pithatio nerves and ganglions, and the effect 
of tho removal of the supra-renal capsules. 
Ho haa visited England and the United 
States many times, delivering in both coun- 
Iriea short courses of lectures, and instruct- 
ing private classes of phyaicians in his dis- 
coveries.

The order of tho Queen in 
oouneil may provide that such oflicera of the 
United States aa are specified may exerolse 
powers under thia aot similar to those exer- 
cised by a British naval offioor in relation to 
a British ship. The act is to become effect- 
ive on May 1, and any ship sailing before 
its ratification shall ho freed from forfeit- 
ure.

Tho following letter on the quality of 
British Columbia hops to J. G. Colmer, 
secretary to the High Commissioner, and 
forwarded to His Honor the Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor, has been kindly sent to tho Colonist 
for publication :

Dj;ar Sir, — Ra British Columbia hops: 
in reply to your inquiry, many of tho sample 
lots of tho past floason'a growth which have 
reached this country have given groat satis- 
faction, and many of our brewing friends 
havo advised us that, subject to the Bast 
Kent character being maintained, the B. C. 
hops are tu he preferred to any that are 
imported ; ond, further, " would oarry ail 
before them." 

So far this is, of course, very aatiafactory; 
but it must not bo forgotten that the indus- 
try ia aa yet in its infancy, and tbo trial 
lota in question may or may not be repre- 
sentative of future yielda. In the case of 
Californian hops, although they startod.well 
it waa not long hefore our brewers discov- 
ered that they acquired a peculiar flavor 
characteristic of nearly all tho hops grown 
on tho American continent. Whether this 
flavor cornea from tho nature of tho soil, or, 
what ia far more likely, from the method of 
curing, it is the one thing which tells against 
Americans, and if it wore successfully over- 
come we have reason to believe our buyers 
would prefer them to tho oontineutal and 
even tho English hops. 

Iu rnportiug upon British Columbia hops, 
wo are compelled to draw our deductions 
from California, tlio latter having an estab- 
lished position on this morket, and doubt- 
less the former will hove much in common 
in tho woy of characteristics. Tbe Cali- 
fornian hops on tho average give a larger 
hop extract than East Kents, but while it 
would be possible .to brew a beer entirely 
with East ELSnts, Californians require blend- 
ing with a milder growth, in order to keep 
down the above-mentioned peculiar flavor. 

If the B. C. hop growers give tho neoes- 
siiry care and attention to tho curing of their 
hops, we are of opinion that this question of 
fl vvor can be overcome, in which case they 
would oertainly have preference over Gaif- 
fornian.

THE SALVAtxE QUESTION. 

To THE Editor : — As the attention of the 
public is called to the question of salvage at 
present on account of tho picking up of the 
derelict bark Archer, by Mr. Jacobaon and 
tho C.P.N. Cp.'aateamer Maude, and aa tho 
shipping to and from B.C. porta is yearly 
on the increase, it would be well that some 
satisfactory custom should bo established 
for tho ronmneration of those who risk life 
and limb in the saving of life and property. 

Aa the law stands at present it is left to 
the honesty of the owners or the' courts, 
to decide. It is thus easily seen that the 
owners of the steamer efleoting the salvage, 
have a decided advantage over tho orow if 
thoy, the owners, object to the crow sharing 
the profits, for if the crew try to force their 
claim in court, ib means the loss of their 
situations, which perhaps they can ill afford, 
but still at the same time they are justly 
entii^^led to a fair share of the salvage money 
earned. 

At tho port of Liverpool, where such oases 
na tho ono under notice at present are of 
almost daily occurrence, such a thing as the 
crew having to force their claim is unheard 
of ; for immediately on the courts deoiding 
the total amount of salvage to be paid, a 
check for at least one-third of the amount ia 
at once aent to the captain to be divided 
among ollicera and crew according to the 
regular acalo of wages paid them. 

Owing to tho atrong tidal currents that 
set in upon tho West Coast of Vancouver 
Island, it ia rendered particularly dangerous 
to Bailing vessels, as the tact of no Icrs than 
six vessels having drifted into Ikrclay 
Sound alone during tho last eighteen months 
will prove. 

Tho crows of steamers plying on this route 
should bo particularly watchful for oases of 
shipwreck and distress, and it ia but bare 
justice that thi y should have some recom- 
penae, for a few hours delay may mean the 
imperiling of bo^h steamer and crew by one 
of those tierce storms that dash with such 
relentless fury againat that rugged coast. 

It is to bo hoped that in tho present case, 
aa well aa in all future cases, the. proper 
authorities will aeo that all partlea are 
juatly dealt with.

Aaother Meeting of Creaitors Who 
Wish a Voice iu tLe Wind- 
iuf? Up. 



Suggested Coniiuitteo of Investigation 
—The Assignees to Be Waited 
Upon. 



In responae to a public notice issued by a 
number of oredltorB of ^ceen, Worlook & 
Co., who are dlasitibfled with the ootion 

tttkon at the meet ing called by the asaigneeB, 
libU last week, a tneoling was hold in 
Pioneer hall yesterday afternoon, each per- 
son paBsing the doorkeeper having to show 
his oredeutiala before being admitted. Ac- 
oording to the list token, abont 8200,000 
waa represented. 

H. A. Munn being ohoson to preside, and 
Dennis Murphy secretary, the chairman 
opened the proceedinga by explaining that 
the end sought to be attained was that some 
action he taken to enable the crediters to 
see that the estate is wound up as economic- 
ally 08 possible. The minutes of Saturday's 
meeting, held under the same auapiooa, hav- 
ing been adopted, Mr. Peter asked if any 
resolution passed at tho mooting called by 
the assignees could bo upset, for ho uu 
derstood that one idea of tho present meet,- 
iug was to change tho action taken then. 

Ueo. Jay considered this question very 
pertinent, while S. Perry Mills hold there 
was no evidence at the first meeting to show 
that all who voted wore creditors of tho 
bank, so that the legality ol that meeting 
was certainly open to question. 

A general diaousaion followed as 
to the uowera of the different meet- 
inga, and finoUy P. Hiokey moved, 
seconded by S. Perry Milla : " That 
a oommittee of investigation, numbering 
five, b9 appolnteA with full power to act for 
the creditors, whose duties amonK others 
shall be •. To obtain a correct list of all 
creditors and the amounts due to them, and 
all debtors and amounts due by them whose 
naineB appear on the books of the bank on 
March 1, 1894 ; a detailed statement) of all 
real estate standing either in the name of 
tho firm or in tho names of the individual 
members of Green, Worlook & Co., either in 
fee simple or lease, in tiust or mortgage or 
as collateral security on March 1; alao to 
ascertain tho nature of nil seouritiea held by 
tho tink for individual overdrafte; also to 
ascertain tho specific nature of all aecurities 
held by tho B. C. Corporation, Victoria and 
by Wells, Fargo & Co., for their claims; 
alao tho spooific nature of all stocks, shares, 
scrip, dobonturea, bonds or other property 
embraced in tho item ' stocks ' as per state- 
ment on March 2, 1891, and to report at a 
future meeting of creditors." 

In reply to Mr. Blackett, Mr. Milla ex- 
plained that tho proposed committee would 
have no power at present, but the asiignees 
wore reasonable gentlemen and it was fair 
to suppose they would moot tho committee 
reaeonably. An examining committee wns 
a good thing, for certainly at tho first meet- 
lug dissatisfaction had existed in regard to 
what had then been done. As to tho 
assigneoB' position ho quoted from Snell, p. 
166, to ahow that the court could remove 
truBteea not only for po»8onal faults, but 
when tho interests of the beneficiaries or 
creditors seemed to require it. 

Mr. Blackett thought it would bo well for 
the assignees to call another meeting. He 
had high legal authority for it that after 
the assignees had mado their report it was 
quite within the powers of the oreditora to 
then aay who should bo their aaaigneea. 

R. L. Drewry, from a conversation he 
had had with one of the assignees, was 
quite sure that thoy would be willing to 
meet the creditors foirly. He moved in 
amendment: "That the aaaigneea be ro- 

? [nested to call a meetioi; of the creditora to 
urther oonsnlt them as to whether somo 
person should not be appointed to represent 
the creditors in tho winding np of the affaira 
of the bank of Green, Worlook & Co , and 
Messrs, Shakespeare, McClellan, Smith, 
Kinsman, I'ctcr and Munn he a committee 
to wait upon tho assignees for the purpose 
of carrying out the object of this resolution." 

Mr. Peter in seconding the amendment 
couneoUud moderation and to avoid playing 
'•battle dore and ahuttleoook among tho 
lawyers." {L.ui<;hter. ) No doubt thoasslgneea 
would meet them in a sensible manner. 

Levi \V. Myers took exception to tho 
preaont assignoes, holding that as they were 
tho nominees of Mr. Worlook, this virtually 
meant placing tho winding up of tho bonk 
in the hands of tho management that 
wrecked it. There was inaido information 
that had not yot been mado public. Ho 
claimed that 10 per cent would not be real- 
izad, and said he had heard a financial au- 
thority say that it would not pay to buy at 
25 per cent. If the present aasigoees would 
not hear what the oreditora had to aay tho 
courts would. 

Noah Shakeapoaro obj etod to the main 
rcuoUi'ijn giving tho crMr.mitteo power to 
take legal proceedings, and had nothing to 
Bay aga nst tho asaigneu.-, but he Ijelioved 
that two and a half or three per cent, is 
quite enough to pay for assignees and all 
expenses besides. Tho turn al.owed them 
at the first meeting he considered pre- 
posterous. 

The amendment being put waa carried, 
and after oontributiona to defray expenaea 
of the meeting had been collected, a reao- 
lution was carried to the effect that none of 
the circulars In regard to payment of assign- 
ees be signed uDtiT the result' of the meeting 
between the committee appointed and the 
assignees be ascertained. The meeting then 
adjourned. 

BiRNARUO'S BOYS. 

Their Coniparatlvo Freedom From Evil, 
Crime, General Frolligacy and Vagrancy 
-Ofllclal Tables Sammarlzed. 

Ottawa, March 24 -(Special)— The ao 
tlonof Hon. Mr. Daly in causing an In- 
quiry to be made into juvenile immigration 
from Groat Britain ia timely. Tho oyatem 
of bringing out young children from tho 
alums of London and other large oltiea in 
tho Motherland has its advocates as well oa 
ita oppononta. Dr. Bamardo's name ia 
familiar to Canadians In connection with 
this work. In tho last two or throe years 
bis system hua been somewhat severely 
criticised, and by none more ao than by the 
present inspector of ponitentiariea, whoso 
report of lant, year, when it was publiahod, 
'created a tremendoua L'cnsation. _Dr. Bar- 
nardo baa aent a long communication to the 
Minister of tbejnterior, in which he clainis 
that the boys and girla sont out to hia 
branuli liomcB in Canada arc of tho very 
flower of the ilock taken from tho institu- 
tions in (ircat Britain, that thoy are in ro- 
buat, physical and mental health, thorough- 
ly upright, honeat and virtuous; that the 
boys have liccn industriously trained in 
workahops, while the girla have had careful 
iustruotion in domestic purauits. Careful 
track haa been kept of tho children aunt out 
to Canada. The total number who have 



been transferred from the homei in Groat 
Britain to,the Canadian branches up to tho 
first', of November last waa 0,128. 

Tables showing all tie "fftnies against 1 e 
law committed by, nnd tho aontonce pussod 
upon Barnardo'a boys, who have baen at 
any time convicted of any crime in Canada 
indicate that, for tho decade ending 1S84, 
not a single conviction waa recorded ngainat 
this class of immigrants. Sinco 1884 the 
total number of convictions was 52, or Icaa 
than one per cent, of tho whole number em- 
igrated. Thirty-seven of these offenders 
were boya sent to Toronto, thirteen wore 
youths sent to Manitoba, two only were 
girls. These 52 convictions cover all the 
crimes recorded against the Birnardo immi- 
grants for twenty years. Many of the of- 
fences. Dr. Barnardo aays, are of a very 
trivial nature, and do not indicate criminal 
tendency on the part of the culprits. In 
only three instances out of the whole 52 haa 
there been a second conviction. There has 
never been a third. Dr. Barnardo offers to 
submit to any offioor appointed by the Gov- 
ernment all the books in connection with 
tho institutions, in order to demonatrato the 
accuracy of his statementa. Reviewing, 
calmly and diapassionatoly, tho successes 
and failures of the 0,128 young people sent 
out by him to Canada, and judging tho samo 
by tho criteriou of the criminal atatiatios of 
the general population of Canada, under oiB- 
oial authority, it appears, ho says, that 
taken as a wliolo, "the class of youths 
brought to the Barnardo Homo from the old 
country," arc much more froo from crime, 
vie-', general profligacy or vagrancy than ia 
ih.' population of tho Dominion generally, or 
any particular section of it considered separ- 
ately. ' 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Depreciation In Stocka, London Ceasing to 
Buy and tho " Bulla" Withdrawing 
Their -Support. 

New YonK, April 2.— London suddenly 
ceased buying our atooka this morning ond 
at the aame time the local " bull " leadera 
withdrew aupporting orders. A decline of 
i to 2i per cent, followed, New Jeraey, 
North Pacific, preferred, and Lonisvillo & 
Nashville leading. Tho London selling, 
which according to estimates, amounted to 
fully 10,000 shares, was difficult to explain. 
It waa contended that tho change of front 
by tho foreigners was duo to the South 
Carolina diaturbancos, the importanoo of 
Governor Tillman's action having been 
magnified abroad for apeoulativo purposes. 
In aomo quarters, however, the selling was 
ascribed to liquidations, and is probably 
the real reason for tho decline. 
After tho first reaction the "bulls" 
took hold of a number of stocka in 
a modest way and brought out advances, 
The prominent railway stocka, while firm, 
did not figure to any extent in tho market. 
During the afternoon there waa a. long spell 
of dullness. Considerable barred stock was 
returned, and '.he premiums recently ex- 
acted for the use of the active iasuea disap- 
peared. In the last hour or BO the " bears" 
became more aggreaaive and attacked Weat- 
ern Union and Burlington & Quinoy. The 
former was sold down from S5§ to 84, and 
che latter from SSJ to 82J. Northern Paci- 
fic and Atchison stocka were alao weaker on 
reports that those In charge of tho work of 
reorganizition were not making much pro- 
greaa. Erie was not iuflaenoed by tho 
otficial announcement that the majority 
of the bondholders had assented to the 
Drexol-Morgan plan. Somo stocka hold firm 
in the final dealinga and as a result she clos- 
ing was very active. The not changea show 
loasesof to ly per cent., except in a few 
inatancea.

UNITED STATES SEALING LAW. 



The law passed by the United States 
Congress to p,ivo effect to the award of the 
arbitrators in the Behring Sea oaae is very 
stringent indeed. 1% of oonrss, affeota 
United States oitizens only, but the law 
before the Imperial Parliament is, no doubt, 
(|uite aa stringent. The statute in both 
countries will be nothing more than the 
award in a changed form with penal pro- 
visiona added. 

The law which wo published on Sunday, 
shows that United States citiz>ns, aa re 
gards seal hantiog on the ^Igh seas, are 
placed on exactly the same footing ao British 
Eubjeots. Tho only privileged persona are 
those who hunt and kill the souls on United 
States tarritory. These are the members 
and servants of the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company. Neither the British 
law nor the American law giving effect 
to the award has any bearing upon 
them. For anything there is in the United 
States law to the contrary they can continue 
their cruel and murderous prootlces until the 
seal in Behring Sea is an extinct animal. 
The charter of tho Company of course nomi- 
mtliy restciots the Compaoy'a power of 
killing seals. It allows them to kill only a 
certain number every year. But, aa Pro- 
fessor Elliott showed, it did not prevent the 
Company from hunting the eoals in such a 
way as to do moro towards decreasing their 
nunibera than the " pelagic sealing," about 
which auoh an outcry has boon raised. 

If the Amerionn Government really wishes 
to preserve seal life in Behring Sea, it will 
place the Commercial Company under regu- 
lations quite as stringent us those that have 
been ordained for the regulation of acal 
bunting on tho high seas. Tho " drives " 
which have been doing ao much miaohiof to 
the males of the hords upon the Islands 
must eeasei and the oumbef permitted to be 
killed annually on land should be made to 
bear some proportion to the diminished 
nnmberB frcquwting the " rookeries." 

It ia said that tho main object of tho 
American politiciana who took an active in- 
terest in tho Behring Sea question waa to 
ensure and increase tho profits of tho Com- 
mercial Company. Our neighbors aro par- 
ticularly skilful in doing this sort of thing. 
They understand the art and mystery of 
guarding and protecting the interests of 
monopolies. Wo aro quite auro that tho 
arbitrators did not intentionally or oon- 
scionaly seuoud their efforts, but the award 
will have that effect all the same. As long 
aa the Behring Sea Treaty is in foroo and 
the Commercial Company retains its charter 
or lease, it will reap all the benefit which 
the treaty is capable of conferring. Tho 
restrictions which the seal hunters, both of 
British Columbia aod the United States, 
are compelled to submit to, will inure to 
the ftdvautage of the members of that Com- 
pany. And they can, ond no doubt will, if 
they are not restrained by Congress, render 
the treaty us far ua tho preservation of eeal 
life ia concerned, of no avail. This is clear 
to every ono who has studied the eubjsoc at 
all intelligently. We ahftll aee what the 
United Statea .will do to proaerve the seala 
■whiYe it hits able ftnd anoontroUed ikuthority. 



-F:EADpLBNT PENSIONS. 

The Now York Times haa undertaken to 
expose the frauds connected with the United 
States pension list. It is performing tho 
aelf-lmposed task with much zeal and very 
effectively. It is making inquiries in vari- 
ous places as to the pbysioil condition and 
the oirourastanoBS of the men who are draw- 
ing penaiona. It has found that there are 
thousands of ablo-bodied mon in good cir- 
oumatancos receiving tho pensions that were 
intended only for invalids andfor old soldiers 
who were in destitute oiroumetancea. Many 
of the men when spoken to about taking the 
money of tho people on false pretenses said 
that thoy had nothing to do with getting tho 
pensions. The agents oame to them and, 
after finding out when they enlisted and 
when they were diaoharged, proeured the 
penaiona for them. It ia amusing to read 
the number of diseases which these healthy 
and robust men aro represented as being 
alUiotod with. Nearly every ono of them is suf- 
fering — on paper — from three orfour chronic 
complaints, the very name, of which wo ven- 
ture to assert, the alleged sufferers were un- 
acquainted with. 

Men who have good properties of their 
own and who are earning hii^h wages are 
drawing pensions intended only for tho sick 
and tho deatituto. 

"One pensioner," aaya tho Timea, " ra- 
ociviog the maximum aumof $12 a month, is 
a trolley car condactor ; another ia a hard- 
working carpenter and builder ; another iaa 
ditch and ooUur digger ; aeveral aroateadily 
engaged in trades requiring constant and 
fairly hard work ; and one is a farm laborer 
of moh exceptional robustness that last sum- 
mer ho demanded $52 a monlh for labor in 
the hay liokls, which ia the hardest of all 
farm labor. These cases are typical of an 
ininienao number of fraudulent pennions 
granted under tho much ubuaod act of 1890 
and under Commiasiouor Baum's illegal 
order broadening its soopo," 

This ia bad enough, but when all tho 
truth is known tho case ia much worse, for 
many of tho able-bodied and well-to-do pon- 
aionors nover had the slightest claim on the 
gratitude or the generosity of tho people of 
the United Statea, The Times in ono of its 
articles says : 

" Names aro on tho rolls of men who were 
draftodor hired as substitutes or who enlisted 
for the bounty and then took the first oppor- 
tunity to desert, cases have been ferreted 
out of men who never aaw a day's service in 
the field, but often pocketting their bounty 
or subatitutea' hire, passed the period of 
their enlistment in Canada or in parta un- 
known, and who aro now drawing from §6 
to $12 a month from a grateful country." 

Tho Pension list of the United States haa 
grown enormously. Politicians have ex- 
erted tbemselrea to inoreaae it, and hun- 
dreds of men have made it the buainess of 
their Uvea to inoreaae tho number of the 
penaiona. Their industry has been well re- 
warded. Many of them have made hand- 
some fortunes for themsclvos as well oa 
fastened on their country's treasury an 
army of idlers and incompetents, who had 
not even the shadow of a claim on the 
country. The aum expended aa penaiona is 
for the onrrenb year about $160,000,000 
This is more than is required to support the 
imnieuae standing army of Germany or 
Franco. If pensions were paid only to the 
doacrving, the list would not bo half wha 
it is, and the sum total of tho pensions paid 
would be proportionately decreased. 

CANADA'S TRADE. 

The Weekly Timea (of London) of the IGth 
March, contains an exhaustive article on tho 
"Trade relatioua and Trade policy" of 
Canada. The writer is well informed, and 
there are not, we think, many Canadians 
who will call in question the accuracy of his 
statements or the soundness of his views. 
Ho gives tho readers of the Timea a very 
fair view of tho commoroial reaourcea of 
Canada and of the state of ite trade at tho 
present moment. 

He ia alive to the importance of Canada's 
trade with the United States, and to the 
necessity of cultivating close and friendly 
commercial relations with her big neighbor, 
but he ia very far from magnifying the im 
portanoe of Canada's trade with tho United 
Statea at the oxpenao of her commercial id 
teroonrse with Great Britain. Thia ia 
mistake into which many writers on thia 
side of the Atlantic fall. Part of what the 
very able correspondent of tho Times says 
on this subject is well worth quoting : 

The conclusion, he says, socnis to bo irro 
sistiblo that for the main lino of Canadian 
export tbe-British market is infinitely moro 
important, and in the cases I have enuiner 
atod whoro the near market ia advan 
tageons, the American people will soon in 
thoir own intcreat bo induced to open their 
country more freely to Canadian products. 
Only a fooling of trade animosity such aa 
was displayed in tho luat message of Preai- 
dont Harrison can prevent lliia. 

To any policy dictated by thia feeling 
Canadians will undoubtedly reply, in tho 
future an in tho puat, by either finding now 
markota for what they have to sell, or by 
turning their attention to production of 
other kinds. Tho unlooked for result on 
Canada's commorco of tho operation of the 
MoKinloy tariff proves that even th's pros 
poet need not bo discouraging. Tho returns 
for 1S92 indicate that the trade of Canada 
for that year waa the lartjost in her history 
up to that time, and that while there was a 
doolino in the case of the United States, 
chiefly owing to tho oxoluaion of barley and 
oggs, there v/as a lora;o inorcaao with every 
other important country with which the 
Dominion doala, and eapocially with Great 
Britain. Compared with 1891, tho exports 
to Groat Britain rose from §19,280,328 to 
$01,900,519; those to tho United Statea 
dropped from $41,138,025 to §33,830,690. 
Thia change ia very remarkable and signifi- 
cant, A vigorous effort to opon up a larger 
trade with the Weat Indies haa met with 
fair auooesa, and the Minister of Cuatoma 
has lately vlalted Australia with a like ob- 
ject in view. 

Tho writer la clearly nob a publicist of 
tho bluo ruin order. He takes a practical 
and a conimon-Bonso view of tho commor- 
oial situitioD, ond hia euquiriea have led 
him to form ooDolnalona the reverse of dis- 
oouraging, aa the foIlowiDg paragraph, 



which .la the. laat .one of the ' nriiolei 
ahowa : 

On all sides the outlook for Canada seems 
most encouraging. She has in actual fact a 
rapidly increasing trade with Britain. She 
has tho hope of better trade relations with 
the United States. Her credit iitanda 
higher than that of ony other great colony 
of the Empire. Her equipment for internal 
development is excollont, and ahe ia ready 
to receive the population which haa been 
her greatest lack. Finally, there ia the 
fact whioh I have tried to prove — that her 
industries and the inclinationa of her people 
alike point to close commercial and political 
oonaolidatiou with the nation' of which ahe 
forma a part. 



A YARN FROM " TRUTB." 

Mr. Laboucbere is apparently acting the 
part of Devil's Advocate with regard to the 
Empire of Great Britain. If there ia any- 
thing bad or unpleaaant to aay about any 
part of tho Empire, or about those entrust- 
ed with the managemont of its affairs, 
it ia ulinoat sure to be said in that gentle 
man's paper, Truth. In a sheet in whioh so 
many British colonies and so many loyal 
British aubjaota are misreprcaented and tra- 
duced, British Columbia could hardly ex 
pect to escape. Some disappointed, and 
moat probably incapable, English emigrant 
has been pouring his dismal tale into tho 
willing ear of the radical and cynioal mem- 
ber for Northampton, and he haa given it to 
tho world, evidently caring very little 
whether it ia true or false. Thia ia tho wail 
of the diapirittd settler, who ia aa tnendaoi- 
0U8 aa he ia inept, ii appu'ira in Truth : 

A dimiial account of tho proapccta of tho 
emigriinl to liriliah Columbia ia given to 
mo by a fiolt ler iu that colony. According 
to thia gonileman, lliero is no chance of 
getting on to tho land, booause tho little 
land ill (or fariiiiiig la nearly all in tho hands 
of ayndicniea or of the Canadian I'aoUic Kail 
way Company, v/ho «ant a heavy price for it. 
In the towns, he eayo, iiiccluuiica only got 
six uinntliK' uo:k in the year, and all ordi 
nary libor ia perfunnL-d by Chinamen on 
otarvaiicm nvuh* !! ; 'u fact, aa far aa I can 
make out, there would be nothing for Eng- 
liahnion to do v.cro it not for tho 
nunjetoua Chineac holidaya, when other 
racea get a temporary look in. 
That these peaaimistio views require 
salting ia very likely ; hue aa British 
Columbia has been extensively puffed of 
late, lar(>oly in the intoroataof the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, it may bu as v/ell for in- 
tendinK emigranta to know that there are 
two sides to t!io picture, 

It is surprising that any man of intelli- 
gence would publish such a farrago of pal- 
pable abaurditiee as the above. The soured 
emigrant presumed moat audaciously on 
Mr. L'lbouohere'a ignorance, both of the 
Province of British Columbia and of the cua- 
toma of the Cbineae. 



DISCONTENTED TOPERS. 

Governor Tillman'a notable acheme to 
oonvert the State of South Carolina into a 
liquor-aelUng organization ia not proving by 

any moans a success. In order to be able to 
work Ilia schunio at all, tho Governor has 
been compelled to establiah a system of 
espionage and to subjeet the oitizeua to 
what: they evidently consider a very aggra- 
vating kind of petty tyranny. The Gov- 
I ernor'd spies and informers aro heartily 
hated, and hia restricliona submitted to, in 
soniu placca, with a very ill grace, and iu 
other places not submitted to at all. His 
attempts to enforce the law have, we aee, 
raised a small rebellion. The kickers have 
taken it into their heads to punish the spies ; 
tho latter havo resisted, and the militia have 
been called out. Tho oonsequoncea threaten 
to be sorioua. Tho Governor may bo able 
to quell the preaent inaurrectiou, but it will 
hi beyond his power to allay the widespread 
discontent. When any considerable num- 
ber of citizens ore ao diapleased with a law 
as to consider themaolvea justified in taking 
up anna to reaiat it3 enforcement, the doom 
of that law ia sealed. It cannot be kept in 
operation much longer. The South Caro- 
lina law, it must be remembered, is not a 
prohibitive law. It ia, indeed, the very re- 
verse. It not only dooa not prohibit the 
aale of strong drink, but it makea the State 
tho only liquor seller within ita boundariea. 
It sots no liiTiit to tho oalea made by tho 
State. The interest of the Govornmont is 
to sell as muoh aa poasible, for the moro it 
sella the greater will be its profit and the 
larger will be the revenue, Tho friends of 
teraperanoe, therefore, will not, we think, 
bo very sorry to aee Governor Tillman's 
State liquor aolling ayatem break down. Its 
failure waa confidently predicted, but no 
one, we anppoae, imagined that the attempt 
to carry it out would provoke a rebellion. 

A TARIFF ANOMALY. 

We are aorry to learn that the new dutiea 
on rioo aro considered by those most com 
potent to form an opinion on tho aubjeot, 
ruinous to the rioo cleaning milla of 
tho Dominion, Contrary to the principle of 
protection on which the tarilf ia baaed, tho 
duty ia lowered on tho manufactured article, 
while it is raiaed on the raw material. 
What would happen to tho great manufac- 
tures of tho Dominion if thia policy were 
cirriod out with regard to them ? If, for 
instance, a duty were placed on raw 
cotton and tho duty on manufactured cottons 
lowered, how many cotton mills would he in 
operation six months from the ohsuge. Wo 
venture to say not one. In tho case of rice, 
wo have the duty on paddy, the- raw ma- 
terial, incroaaed three hundred per cent., 
while tho duty on tho manufactured article 
cleaned rice haa been lowered twenty per 
cent. This us our readers boo ia tho very 
oppoaite of protection to native induatry. 
We cannot but think that when the finance 
Minister aoea tho anomaloua nature of the 
new dutiea on rice, ho will alter tbem'ih anoh 
a way aa to make them oonsiatont With the 
prinolplea of "acientifio proteotion."

Tui! recent judgment of the Supremo 
court of British Columbia in tho matter of 
the C. P. K. aBscssments for purposes of pro 
vincial taxation, ia the aubjijct of a parlia- 
mentary pap'jr laid before tho legislature 
yesterday. It contains aimply tho judg- 
ments iu cxtenso of Juatioea Crease, Wal- 
kom and Drake, who with tho Chief Juatice 
compooed tho full court by which tho case 
waa heard. Tho reol estate of tho railway 
company in thia provinco waa aesosacd at 
§2,929,170, and tho company con- 
tended that thia ahould bo reduced 
to §2,257,531. Tho act rKiuirea that real 
estate ahall be aaseaaed at its actual cash 
value, aa it would be appraised in payment 
of a juat debt fromaaolvont debtor, and tho 
court allowed tho appeal for tho unexpected 
reaaon that tho assessment had not been 
made upon tho principle stated — tho lino in 
thia provinco having, it waa maintained, no 
cash value by itself ; and tho assejsmont 
was set aside altogether as having been 
illegally made. The judgment of Mr, Jus- 
tice Walkem, printed in full at tho time, 
fully explained thia point, with which the 
other two judgments — ^whiob concur in effect 
with his — also deal in an interesting man- 
ner. Mr. Jnatioe Drake" thus refers to the 
mode of asaeasment : " I oan well under- 
stand the difficulty that surrounds this 
question. This line ia part of a trana-conti- 
nental syatem, bat for the purposes of 
assessment it oan only be valued aa confined 
to the limits of the province, and I imagino 
no two persons would arrive at any approxi- 
mation in figures as to its saleable value. 
The principle laid down in the act for valua- 
tion ia ona not appropriate for roil way 
worka It ia a general principle adapted to 
other deacriptiona of property, ond i« epoken 
of with approval by aome eminent judgea aa 
tho proper mode of eatimating the value of 
property for asaesament, but in a new coun- 
try where the land Is subject to auoh great 
fluctuationa in value from yeor to year, it is 
an open question whether It ia tho beet way 
of arriving at the aanessable value."

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Northern Faciilc steamship " Sikh " to He- 
place the "Mogul" on the Trana-Paclflc 
Eonte— After the " Archer's '' Looters. 

Usdor her preaoiit charter, tho steam- 
ahip Mogul ia now on her last trip to Vio- 
toria for tho Northern Pacific Steamship 
Company, ond it ia expected that upon re- 
turning to Hongkong from here she will 
resume her former oocapotion, that of car- 
rying freight and passengers between tho 
Orient and Australia. She left Yokohama 
fi r this port on Saturday last, and will bo 
due hack at Hongkong on May 20. She haa 
as cargo 760 tons of overland freight ; 350 
tons for Viotoria ; 550 tons for the Sound 
cities and Portland ; 100 tona for San Fran- 
cisco, and 350 bales of silk. There are 200 
Asiatic paaaongers for Viotoria and 125 for 
tho United States on board tho Mogul. 
When the steamer goes off tho route her 
place ia to be taken by tho steamship Sikh, 
a v. sael belonging to tho G»llatly-Ilankoy- 
Sowoll Co , ownere of tho Mogul. Tho 
Sikh is 100 tona smaller tonnage than tho 
Mogul, and is also two years newer. 
She has, however, tho advantage 
of tho Mogul in tho way of power, and la 
expected to make tho trip botwocu horo and 
the Orient fully a day sooner than tho aiator 
veeeel. She is alao equipped with electric 
lights. Her initial visit to Viotoria will be 
aomo time about the last of June. Tho Ta- 
coma, which saila thia week for China and 
Japan, will hove a good cargo. She will 
tako considerable lumber on board at thia 
port.

PEOmCIAL LEGISMTUEB. 

Fonrtli Session of tlio Sixth Parliament. 

PORTY-SIXTH DAY. 

MoHSAT, April 2, 1894. 

Iho Speaker took the chair aib 11 ai-ia. 

Mr. Hoknb moved the resolution of 
which ho bad given notice reoommending to 
cbo Domicton govcrnmeub the cBtftblishment 
.of a quarantina station and hoepitftl at or 
near Vancouver. 

Hon. Mil. Beavek thought it a mistake 
to place quarantico atationa near oitiea, so 
that thoy have to bo cloaely guarded when 
any opideinio occurs ; and that the govern- 
ment quarantine stations should bo on unin- 
ihabitcd islands. 

Mr Cotton said tho eCfeot of the resolu- 
tion, if it were soted upon by tho Dominion 
government, would bo to place unnecosinry 
restrictions upon shipping. He did not 
think, however, that the government would 
aeriou aly consider any proposition to have 
two stations on this coast, 

Db. Watt took the aamo view and recom- 
mended that the rebolution be withdrawn. 

HoK. Uk Vatib thought it would bo a 
pity to send to Ottawa a uaelese resolation, 
as it would tend to weaken the force of 
other resolutions sent there. As one quar- 
antine station is all that is maintained on 
the Eastern coast, be did not suppose that 
more than one would be considered neces- 
sary on the Pacific, where the population ia 
ao much smaller. 

Mr. Hornk refused to withdraw the reso- 
lution, with wliich, ho said, tlio C. P. R. is 
in accord, Mr. Abbott h&viiig asacntcd to it, 
and as he (Mr. Horne) cousidored Vancou- 
ver tho proper pluoo for the quarantine ala- 
tion anyhow. So had been aakod to move 
the resolution by men more competent to 
judge than are the members of the legisla- 
ture. 

Mr Hdnteh remarked that no doubt if 
the superintendent of tho C. P. B- said a 
quarantine station should be built at Van- 
couver it would have to be done. ( Laughter. ) 

The motion was lost, only three membcra 
voting for it. 

NICOMEN SLOUOU. 

Hon. Mr. Uavie moved: " Wliereaa 
attention lias been called to tho diaaatroua 
reaults caused by ordinary flood-water from 
the Fraser river flowing through I>iicpmtm 
slough, whereby much vahiublo cultiv.itod 
land ia over flowed and many acrea waslicd 
away annually ; and whereas there ia roaaou 
to fear that any extraordinary flood might 
cause the destruction of thousands of acres 
of land and endanger the safety of the Can- 
adian Paoifio railway track in that vicinity ; 
and whereas it is represented that this 
danger can be averted by damming up the 
head of the slough: Therefore be it re 
solved, that the Dominion government be 
moved to take such action as may be neces- 
sary to cause the said dams to be ereoted at 
the earliest possible date." The mover 
explained that the head of Nicomen slough 
ia a couple of miloa above ChiUiwaok landing 
and during tho high water in the Fraaer a 
heavy current sets in there with the reault 
that much valuable land ia overflowed, sev- 
eral acres being washed entirely away every 
freshet. One farmer alone, Mr. Balea, ia 
said to have lost ton or twelve acres of his 
best meadow land, and others have loat in 
like proportion, besides which some very 
valuable cultivated land is aubmerged every 
year and the crops aro loat. It ia hold that 
by stopping the head of tho alough all thia 
damage would bo prevented, aa it would 
lower tho water in the alough at least two 
ffiot, which moans a great deal when tho 
river ia at tho highest. If there ahould ever 
be another freshet like that of ISS'i it would 
ruin thousands of aores on the slough and 
wash away a portion of the C.P.R. track 
near Mr. Bales' farm. Tho navigation of 
the river ia greatly impeded by the 
water apreading over such an area, 
as bars are being formed and many 
portions of the river aro now impasaablo for 
boata during low water. Any iniprove- 
menta that will confine tho river to its 
proper channel will increase tho depth by 
waahing out those bars, which aro formed 
by the spread of the water, ao that tho im- 
provement which ia needed lot tbo protec- 
tion of the land will fulfll the twofold pur- 
poae of saving land and improving naviga- 
tion. 

Mb. SwoRl), while favoring the reso- 
lution, said be thought it might be better to 
add, and he .moved in amendment to that 
effect, that the Dominion government be 
asked to instruct an engineer to report on 
the matter of damning up the head of Nice 
men slooeh, 

Mb. Hdntsr seconded the reaolution, 
He thought the amendment useless, aa the 
Dominion government would no doubt refer 
the matter to an engineer without it. 

Hoy. Mr. Bewen said it is not the least 
use to send such resolutions to the Dominion 
govornment. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved to add to hia re- 
solution tho words " or to cause such other 
Btepa to be taken aa may tend to avert the 
apprehended danger." 

The amendment by Mr. Sword was loat on 
division, and the resolution, with the worda 
added by the mover, was carried.

Mr. Kellie moved : " That an huasble 
address be preaonted to His Honor tho 
Lteutenant-Govornor, praying that he be 
pleased to cause to bo sent down to this 
house a return of all oorreapondenca between 
John Sanderaon, employed aa foreman on 
the Nakusp and Slocan trail in the year 
1892, and the Hon. Mr. Vernon, chief com- 
missionor of landa and works, and Napo- 
leon FiiKstubbs, gold commissioner, in re- 
gard to the payment of $75 by tho said gold 
comniiEsioner to one Wm. Smith for work 
performed on said trail for tho months of 
August and Soptomber in tha year afore- 
said. " 

Hon. Mr. Beavkj? aaked if there woa no 
explanation to bo otTured. 

Mr. KKkLiK said this is information 
whioh ho had been requested to obtain by 
somo of his constituents, and be supposed 
they are entitled to It without further ex- 
planation. . 

PRrVILKOB. 

Hon. Mb, Bbaves, on a question of priv- 
ilege, took exception to the Speaker's sum- 
mary of his objections to the Introduction of 
the government meaaure respecting tho 
Horsefly hydraulic mining company, aa be 
said only one of several objections he had 
made appeared upon the record In the de- 
cision of the Speaker. 

DYKING AND IRRIGATION. 

Tho report from committee of tho whole 
on tho bill respecting drainage, dyking and 
irrigation was taken into consideration and 
certain amendments having been agreed to 
further conaideration waa deferred. 

SnCOBSSION DUTIES. 
Dr. Milne, on consideration of the report 
from committoo on tho succoaaion duties 
bill, moved to exempt any estate up to tho 
value of $10,000, as in Ontario, inatoad of 
§5,000 aa provided in tho act. 

Hon. Mr. Davik aaked that the debate 
be adj'Hirnod until tho Minister of Finance 
should be in tho house. Agreed to. 

COSOILIATION AND AIIBITRATIO.V. 

On conaideration of the report on the bill 
oatablishing oouncils of labor oonoillation 
and arbitration, Hon. GoL Baker moved an 
Amendment making the act applicable to 
disputes in wblob ten or more persons are 
directly interested. Instead of fiheen aa be 
fore propoaed. He explained that thia 
change waa in aooordance with the views 
oxpresaed in committee by Mr. Brown, and 
which seemed to meet with general ap 
proval. 

Report as amended agreed to. 

MINERAL CLAIM ASSESSMENTS. 

Mr Khllik moved, on oouaidoration of 
tho report on tho bill to amoud tho mineral 
act, 1891, and amending acta, to add aa an 
additional seotion : " Notwithttauding any 
thing contained In the mineral act, 1891, 
and amending acta, the time for performing 
the annual asaeaament work upcn mineral 
olalnia for the current year ia hereby ex- 
tended to July 31, 1895." He said he mado 
this motion in consequence of the hard 
times of last aeason, wtilch ho thought en 
titled prospectors to this oonslderation. 
The United States government had made a 
similar iponcesaion. It would be of great 
importaince to the minera and ooat the 
country nothing, 

Mr. Suitu did not think it fair to give 
such a conceaslon to only one olaea of min 
era, and held that it should be allowed to 
tho holders of placer claims also. 

Hoy. CoL. Baker said ho had no doubt 
that tho placer miners are also entitled to 
consideration, and if an amendment in this 
direction wore made he would heartily sup 
port it. H.0 thought tho condition of afFiira 
in the Kootenay last year amply justitiod 
the resolution now before tho house, which 
ho therefore cordially endorsed. 

Mr Booth did not aeo why tho miners 
ahould have this consideration shown to 
them any more than the pre-emptora of land 
ihould. He favored carrying out the law or 
else rcpoaling it. 

Mr Cotton favored the resolution. He 
did not agree with thu laat apcukcr, as he 
thought farming and mining operations 
could not justly be compared.

Dr. Milne moved for leave to introduce 
a bill to amend tho creditors' trust doede 
aot. 

Bill introduced and read a first time. 

OAMX ACT. 

Mb. Martiic aaked leave to introduce a 
bill intituled "An act for the protection of 

game." 

Leave granted on division, and bill read a 
firat time. 

WORKS IN WEST ICOOTEKAV. 

Mb Kellib moved: "That an humble 
addreaa be jpreaented to Hla Honor the 
Lieutenant. Governor praying him to oauae 
to be aent down to thia bouse a return of the 
names of all employees of the government 
employed constructing roada, trails, streets, 
bridges, wharves, or other work in West 
Kootonay district, from 1st January, 1892, 
to .'31st December, 189,'!; tho amounts paid 
to each party so employed, and the dates 
when employed." Ho said he bad been re- 
qucstud by a number of his constituents to 
ask for this return. 

Motion agreed to. 

CONSOLIDATED STATUTES. 

Hon. Mr Beaven moved : " That thia 
houao is of opinion that whenever two or 
more statutes bearing upon tho aamo sub- 
ject are combined and Issued from tho print- 
ing oflice prior to tho consolidation being 
legalized by tho legislative asaembly, that 
tho pamphlet so issued shall boar an en- 
doraemcut indicating that tho consolidation 
bad not been so legalized, but that tho 
original atatutea could bo perused In tho an- 
nual volume, mentioning it." Uo said that 
in tho conaolidationa mado for coavenieno(5 
of referonco miatakea aomotimes occur, and 
tho volumco should bear upon tboir face 
aomothing to chow whether or not tho vor- 
aioiis are autliorlzud aa thoy atand. Ho 
stated that there aro aonic mistakes in tho 
jonsolidation of tho municipal act now In 
use. 

Hon. Mr Davik asked in what partiou- 
lara the ccDaoUdatlon la wrong, and tho 
leader of the oppoaltion saying that he could 
not state this in the absence of bis marked 



Afternoon Slltlns. 

After further dlaousBlon the amendment 
to tbo mineral act offered by Mr. Kellie 
WAS adopted ; and the report on the bill 
also was adopted. 

Bill read a third time and passed. 

I'CliLIC SCHOOL ACT. 

The house agoin went into committee on 
tho bill to amend the public school act, 1801, 
and amending acts. Several amendments 
stood on the order paper In the name of Dr. 
Milne, who was absent, and in oonsrquenco 
the eemmlttee rose, reported progress and 
asked leave to sic again. 

SUPPLV. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved that the bouse 
go into committee of supply to consider the 
aupplomeiitary eatimatee. 

Hon. Mr, Bkaven objected to such a 
motion being agreed to until tho govern- 
ment submit some further explanation re- 
specting the vote aaked for tlio commission 
of inquiry into labor conciliation inattora ; 
and alao until the auditor'a atatement for 
tho expired portion of tho current year 
called for ty tho revenue act is laid before 
tho house. He repeated that tho treasury, 
aa shown by tho last report of the finance 
committee, ought to bo now absolutely and 
positively empty (lauchtor), ao that it is a 
perfect farce to vote for further expendi- 
tures. 

Ho.i, Mr. Turner aaid tho half yearly 
acoounta referred to are ready now and will 
be dlatrlbuted this afternoon. He proceeded 
to show, aa has been already done, the ab- 
anr'^.lty of the contention that there ia no 
money available In the treasury, and ex- 
proBsod regret that any member of the house 
should Book to injuro tho credit of the prov- 
inco by quoting the roporta of the firat alx 
months, which alwaya ahow tha largeat ex- 
ponditure of the year and only a amall pro- 
portion of the receipts. 

Mr Cotton requested further explana- 
tion on tho Bubjoct of the propoend labor in- 
quiry, and why another bill for the estab- 
lishment of cotmoila of conciliation and arbi- 
tration ahould be brought in while thia in- 
quiry ia ponding. 

Hon. Col. Baker aaid it had so often 
been aokod why tho bill of last year had 
proved inoperative that ho felt inclined to 
toll tho reason. Thia waa indicated in a 
letter received by tho Attorney-General laat 
year, aoon after tho close of the session, from 
a member of tho labor unions in Vancouver. 
This letter, which lie proceeded to read, 
stated that a number of the independent 
nitmborB of tho legiiilaturo from that dis- 
trict wei'o endeavoring to have a deputy 
coininissioner of their way of thinking ap- 
pointed, 60 thot thoy might uso him for 'heir 
own purposes ; and soon afterwards the po- 
litical move indicated in thia letter beoamo 
manifeat, when tho member for Nanaimo 
(Mr. Keith] appeared on tho scene to agitato 
againat tho bill. Then tho labor council of 
Victoria rofuaod to give tho statiatics whioh 
would have helped in tho working of tho 
bill. The well known meeting of tradea 
unionf followed, where politics were intro- 
duced with tha reault that there was given 



out a manifesto so extravagant in its terms 
that no government could for a 
ment think of agreeing to it. From that 
time every obstacle had been placed in tho 
way, and the bill in consequence could not 
be worked. Then another bill v/aa intro- 
duced, providing for oompulaory arbitration, 
bat it was ao distaateful to employers of 
labor that it evidently could not havo the 
oonoiliatory effect intended, and the report 
of tho Britibh labor commiaaion ad- 
verse to this prinoipls being juat 
then introduced, this furniahed atrong 
reaaon why the bill should be withdrawn, In 
favor of that aioce Introduced. He would 
leave tho worklngmen to say who la their 
beat friend, the government that ia doing 
Its best to secure their rights by legisla- 
tion, or tho man who puts poison into their 
minda to mako them dissatialiod. 

Mr Keith spoke in juatifloation of tho 
poaition ho had taken during the recess. 
He ridiculed tho letter whioh tho Provincial 
Secretary had read, as tho writer's olaim to 
bo a member of nearly all the trades unions 
on tbo faco of it could not bo right. 

The houao then went into oonimlttco, Mr. 
Martin hi the chair. 

Tho most interesting dlscuaaion in com- 
mittee was on an item not In the estimates, 
being one of $300, the amount of the fund 
oat of which on the authority of the News- 
Advertiser Hon. Mr. Davie Incidentally said 
It appeared Mr. Kitchen had been paid for 
hia trip to Cariboo In the intereat of tho 
Separation League. Mr. Kltohen disputed 
tho statement, laut after a good deal of quoa- 
tiouiog be admitted that what he wlahed to 
dispute waa not that he had been paid, bat 
that he bad received the whole of the $300. 
He wlabbd it nnderatood, too, that he had 
himself, as well as Mr. Brown and others 
of his colleagues, contributed to this fand- 
Mr. Kitohon's explanatioos were accepted 
and the bualneaa proceeded, 

Tho several itema were adopted and the 
oumniittee reported progreas. 

NAKUSP AND SLOGAN RAILWAY. 

The order for the adjourned debate on tho 
second reading of the Nakusp & Slocan rail- 
way bill was called ; but Hon. Mr. Beaven 
objected that, the hour being then 5 20 
p.m , and it not being the intention to have 
an evening sitting, a bill of this importance 
ahould not now bo taken up. 

Mr. Sword called attention to the fact 
thot tho return brought down lately did not 
stato what tendora had been received, aa 
asked for, but only the amount of tho ten- 
dora ; and alao it did not answer the ques- 
tion aa to what the company have to sell 
that thoy should get $59,200 for 49 per cent, 
of It. 

Hon. Mr Davie said us to the latter 
question, it involves a mero matter of de- 
duction which anyone can make for himself. 
There aro none ao blind as those who will 
not see ; none so deaf aa those who will not 
hear ; and none ao atupid aa thoao who will 
not underatand, and tho only conatruotion 
ho could put upon tho objection of tlio hon, 
gentleman ia that he does not want to un- 
deratand the matter. Tho government have 
gone out of tboir way to get all the Inform- 
ation possible, and tho hon. gentlemen havo 
not only got all that they wanted, but also it 
aeoma aa if they have got a great deal more 
than they expected, and that if thoy 
thought so much would have been forthcorn 
ing they would not have asked for any at 
ail. They have been singularly dumb, and 
their newspapers have been singularly 
dumb, ever since this return haa been pre- 
aented, and he did not think that any one of 
their newapapers had even reproduced the 
information contained in the return. 

Ms. Cotton complained that the Attor- 
ney General abueod the membera of the op 
poaition when thoy had merely aaked for in- 
formation, 

Hon. Mr Davie replied if what he had 
Slid juat now about the opposition and their 



organs being wilfully blind and deaf and) 
stupid ia abuse, ho thought at all evonta tho 
public would agree with it. Ho had not in- 
tended it as abuse, howcv < r. He had been 
talking to the hon. gentlemen opposite in 
tho kindliest way (laughter), and merely 
wished to know why they are so silent. 

The bill as requested was allowed to stand 
over. 

QUAMIOnAM OFFIOIAL MAP. 

Hon, Mr. Davik moved tho second read- 
ing of tho bill to amend tho Quatnichan 
ofliclal map act. Ho o_xpUinod that thia is 
iutendod to correct an ofEcIal map which 
has caused consideriblo annoyance in the 
community, nearly all tbo lines being 
wrong. This map la based on a aurvcy 
made in 1859, in vrhioh there appear to have 
been a lot of errors, whioh are now to bo 
corrected. In order that there may bo no 
queation of intorforenco with private rights, 
the bill will not go into forco until pro- 
claimed, which lb will not bo until after the 
government are perfectly aatisfied on thia 
point. So far there haa been only one ob- 
jection, which will bo fully looked into. 

Bill read a second time, 

TRAMWAY LANDS. 

The house went into oommittee on the 
bill to grant certain lands to the Westmin- 
stor and Vancouver tramway company, 
which was rrpcrted complete with amend- 
ments. 

CATTLE ACT. 

Mr Roanns moved tho second roadirg of 
hia bill to amend tbo catllo act, whii.n he 
said had met with tho approval of the prin- 
cipal cattlemen of the province. 

Mr Bkmi.in thought it would havo to be 
somewhat amended in oommittee before the 
oattle men would quite approve of It. 

Bill road a second time. 

SUNDAY CLOSING. 

Mr. Grant presented a petition against 
the law requiring the closing of saloons from 
11 p m. Saturday until midnight on Sunday 
aa an inconvenience to those who wish to 
obtain rcfroahments during those hours. 
Tho petitioners ask that the hours for 
remaining closed on Sunday be from 6 a.m. 
to 1 p.m. and from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. 

Hon. Mr. Davie presented a petition 
from several barbers of Victoria, stating 
their desire to close their places of business 
on Sunday, but that unless it is made com- 
pulsory for all places to oloso thoy will bo 
put to Horioiis loaa by doing so. 

Petitions read and ordered to bo printed. 

Tho houso adjourned at U p.m. until 2 
p.m. tho following day. 

NOTICE OK motion. 

Mr. Rocers — Whereas by the Dominion 
tariff a bounty of $2 per ton of pig Iron is 
allowed ; and whereas there Is a large 
quantity of lead ore In this province which 
might be mined and beeome a valuable in- 
dustry and source of profit : Therefore be 
it resolved that tho Dominion government 
be urged to make a similar regulation In the 
tariff and allow a bounty on pig lead.

water from being contaminated through tho 
land being used for reaidcntial or agricul 
tural purposes : Tho area of tho waterahed, 
2 177 acres ; the area of Elk lako, 451 acres ; 
the area of Beaver lake, 149 acres ; total 
lako area, G03 aorea ; oleariog dead trees 
existing in water at present, -10 aorea ; land 
submerged by raiaing lake four feet, 30 
acres ; atrip one chain wide around lake to 
prevent trees falling into tho water, 
25 acres ; toti 1 clearing, 05 acres ;

" By referring to tho record of rainfall 
(pubiiahed in the annual re[jort of the Cor- 
poration for 1S9,'{) which extcnda over a 
period of 20 yeara, it will to iieen ihit the 
average per year ia nearly ,')0 inciics. As- 
auming the rainfall at Elk Uko to be 
about tho eaniH as at Victoria, that 
an ount each year applied to the area of the 
Wutcr shed, and allowing for evoporation, 
and abaoip'-ion by tho soil, would approxi- 
mately afford a fuflioient ([uantity of water 
for the annual supply of the city, eatiuiating 
the consumption and waste ut a daily aver- 
age of two million gUloas. CousMpionlly 
if the rainfall each year should (qua! tho 
average viz 30 iDohcs, and tho whole quan- 
tity derivable from the water shed stored, 
the supply and demand would 1)0 about 
tqual, but as will be seen by a glance at the 
accampanying diagram, plotted from tho 
btlii:iul meteorollgical records, the rainfall is 
very Irregular. If there should follow in 
aucceaaion several years with a rainfall in 
each leas than the average, tho supply 
trould bo InsofBoiEBt. By raising tho dam 
•ih feot, tho increased Storage capacity of 
the lake so obtained would bo available dur- 
iug a Beason of exccaaivo rainfall for coUeC- 
ing water which would otherwise go to 
wuato. The benefit to bo derived from this 
increased Btorage oipaai'y would be appro- 
oiable when a year of excosaivo rainfall 
should immediately precede a aucceaaion of 
low cycle years. Tho extensiou of the 21 
inch main to tho lako would not inoreaao 
the quintity of water used by 
tho city for ordinary consumption, 
but tho enlarged capacity of tho main would, 
proportionate to tho available head, enublo 
it to maintain a reasonable prcp.suro for Ore 
protection purpoaea, while at tho aanio time 
supplying water for general couEumption, 
conditiona which the capacity of tho maina 
aa existing at preaout aro entirely inade- 
quate to fulfill.

Abi). Harris' mdtion rpgardlng tho ad- 
misBion of patients to tho Jubilee hospital 
on behalf of the corporation pending the 
negotiations now going on waa, on the sug- 
gestion of the mover, laid over for the pre- 
sent. 

Ald. Harius' other motion, regarding 
James Bay bridge, was brought forward and 
explained by him. Ho said it is absolutely 
neuecsiry that some step shall bo taken to- 
wards constructing a permanent way. Tho 
preacnt structure, althoughBoouro foratloaat 
another two yoara, is inaullioiont for trallio. 

His WoKsiiii' would like to see tho 
proposition somewhat more extended, taking 
in the land now lying behind tho bridge. 

Ai.i) H.^itiiis said tho idea is not to run 
into any great expense, but in view 
of tho iroroasing trutfio, and tho 
proposed buildings for tho Dominion and 
Provincial Governments, it ia time to make 
a move of this sort. He thought that tho 
City Engineer ahould prepare spooifications 
for iho guidance of thoao desiring to com- 
pete. 

Ai.i). Lkdinhiiam pointed out tho necet- 
aity of the Council aacortaining tho city'a 
rights in regard to water frontage so aa to 
eavo trouble or delay afterwards. 

Al.i) Harkis took it that under the 
municipalities act all these water fronts 
may be expropriated, although he was not 
prepared to go into the matter.
